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CONSTITUTION 

OP 

THE AMERICAN BOOKPLATE SOCIETY 

(As amended at the regular meetmg, 

May first, 1915) 

ARTICLE I 

NAME 

This Society shall be called The American 
Bookplate Society. 

ARTICLE II 

PURPOSE 

The objects and purposes of this Society shall 
be to promote good-fellowship among the collec- 
tors of bookplates, to hold exhibitions of book- 
plates, to promote the publication of literature 
upon the subject, and to cooperate with individ- 
uals who may be in any way working to promote 
the interest or development of this field of art, 
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ARTICLE in 



OFBIGEBS 



The oflficers of the Society shall be elected on 
the first Saturday following the first Monday in 
January and shall hold oflfice for two years. The 
officers shall consist of a President, a Vice-Pres- 
ident, and a Secretary-Treasurer. 

ARTICLE IV 

GOVERNMENT 

The affairs of the Society shall be controlled 
by a Board of Governors elected eyery two years 
on the first Saturday following the first Monday 
in January, all members of which shall be eligible 
for reelection and to which any member may be 
elected. The number of the Board shall be six 
and shall include the officers of the Society. 

AETICLE V 

MEMBEBSHIP 

The membership of the Society shall be a lim- 
ited one of two hundred ; comprised of eighteen 
Charter Members, one hundred and twenty Reg- 
ular Members, fifty-two Foreign Members, and 
ten Honorary Members. 

The vacancies may be filled by the proposal of 
any member and the election by a three-quarters 
vote of the Society, or by the unanimous vote 
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of the Board of Governors. Honorary Members 
may be elected to life membeliship in the Society 
by the imanimous vote of the members present 
at a regular meeting. 

The initiation fee shall be five dollars ($5.00), 
which shall cover the dues for the current year. 
The annual dues shall be three dollars ($3.00) 
per year and payable January first. Any mem- 
ber who shall continue in arrears for two months 
may be dropped from the rolls without further 
action. 

ARTICLE VI 

MEETINGS 

Regular meetings shall be held on the first 
Saturday following the first Monday in January 
and the first Saturday in May. Special meetings 
at the request of the Board of Governors may be 
called when necessary by the Secretary. 

ARTICLE VII 

AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended only by a 
three-quarters vote at a regular meeting of the 
Society. The members present at any meeting 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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THE FIRST YEAR BOOK 

Since the Year Book has proved a yaluable 
medium to a number of bibliographical and oth- 
er similar societies, it has been thought that it 
might be adopted to especially good advantage 
by a soeiety with such widespread membership 
as that of The American Bookplate Society. 

It is being founded as a part of the Society's 
program for furthering the art of the modem 
bookplate. What with the inauguration of the 
Annual Exhibition and with that of the Year 
Book, the Society's contribution to the further- 
ing of the art of the bookplate should be not in- 
considerable. 

The Year Book's format has been chosen with 
a view to permitting future numbers to be issued 
in enlarged form from year to year without de- 
stroying their general uniformity. We are in- 
debted to Mr. Smith for permission to print the 
check-list of his bookplates and to the owners of 
the coppers appearing in illustration for allow- 
ing us to embellish our book with them. 

Future numbers of the Year Book will be is- 
sued earlier in the year and will present more 



detailed official reports, etc. Members may be 
interested in knowing that the Society now has 
one hmidred and fifteen members in good stand- 
ing. A Treasury report is as follows :
